2. Claims 41 to 43, 48, 49, 51 to 53, 55, 57 to 59, 63 to 71 , 73, 75 - 77, 81 , 82, 84 to 
92, 94 and 95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Babich et al. 

3. Claims 54, 56, 72, 74 and 93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Babich et al. 

4. The rejections rely on the rationale of record and as such this will not be repeat- 
ed. In an effort to overcome these rejections applicants attempt to antedate the filing 
date in Babich et al. The Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .131 is not sufficient to overcome 
these rejections. 

M.P.E.P. 715.03 details the requirements of a Declaration used to antedate a 
reference that shows a specific species within the breadth of the claims. For instance 
the specific compound in claim 43, a species within the breadth of generic claim 41 , is 
taught by Babich et al. The M.P.E.P. states that "where the only pertinent disclosure in 
the reference or activity is a single species of the claimed genus, the applicant can 
overcome the rejection directly under 37 CFR 1 .131 by showing prior possession of the 
species disclosed in the reference or activity.". 

The species shown in applicants' Declaratoin is not that shown by Babich et al. 
In fact the species shown is that embraced by claim 46 which is not rejected over the 
teachings in Babich et al. There is nothing to show that applicants had prior possession 
of the species disclosed in Babich et al. As such this rejection is maintained.
